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The World At Crisis 

As these words are read, the greatest battle 
in the history of battles is being fought in 
Belgium and northern France. On the out- 
come of that struggle rests the decision as to 
the kind of world 
queath to its children. 

Nazi Germany, the apostle of rule by force, 
is throwing all her mechanized might into an 
effort to win the war in quick time. France 
and Great national death if 
Germany wins, are meeting the challenge with 
every ounce of strength they can muster. While 
the Germans have made some astonishing 
gains since they first invaded the Lowland 
countries, last Friday, the scales of victory 
seem about evenly balanced at this time. The 
chances are, at best estimate, 50-50. 

A century and a quarter ago a battle was 
fought not far from the present site of con- 
flict. It is known in history as Waterloo. At 
Waterloo the setting sun of Napoleon plunged 
into its final abyss of oblivion. A man who 
had dreamed of conquering the world went, 
instead, to lonely exile at St. Helena, because 
of Waterloo. 

Twenty-five years 
vital import to all the world was fought where 
rival armies are locked in conflict today. That 
was the Battle of the Meuse. 

None that have gone before, however, have 
witnessed anything comparable in extent, or 
in importance of outcome, as the battle that 
rages this moment. For, never before was the 
entire world so closely involved in the out-

come. 

Whichever side is the victor tomorrow, the 
world will be a different world than the one 
we have known. It is impossible for man’s af- 
fairs and man’s methods of life to remain 
unchanged, anywhere, after such eruption of 
passion, of heroism, of death. 

Yet it is plain the turn of fate which de- 
cides the victor is a turn that carries direct 
implication as to the form of life everyone of 
us shall know in years to come. 

If the Allies win, if they succeed in crushing 
the Nazi military machine so that it shall be 


impotent to again plunge Europe into blood, 


the world we know will not be so different in 
its fundamentals. It will be a world impov- 
erished by wars, to be sure. It will be a world 
of problems and of forced adjustments. But it 
will be a world in which the democratic way of 
life shall still dominate. be a world 
still recognizing the dignity of the individual 
man and still holding faith that, given lib- 
erty, man can work out his own destiny through 
the years. 

Should Germany be the victor, however, a 
different philosophy of life will be the domi- 
nant. note in human affairs. German victory 
would mean the utter abasement of France 
and the French people: They would become 
nothing but subservient peons to the German 
military overlords. 

It would mean dismemberment of the Brit- 
ish empire and the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. It would involve disappearance of 
the Birtish navy from the oceans of the world. 

German victory would mean complete tri- 
umph for that brutal philosophy which car- 
ried Japan into her pitiless 
China's millions; which sent the Fascist troop- 
ers Of Italy to rain death upon the defense- 
less people of Ethiopia; that directed the on- 
Slaught of Soviet Russia against the little 
country of Finland. 

German victory would leave a coalition of 
Germany, Russia, Italy, Japan and probably 
Spain, as the utterly ruthless and heartless 
master of the civilized world. 

Unless the United States starts, at once, a 
tremendous program of rearmament for her 
own protection, even this country would be 
helpless before such a combination of gangster 
governments. 

The world, today, is at crisis. On the 
battle in western Europe depends the issue of 
a future warmed by the sunshine of human 
liberty, or a future under the dark shadow of 
ever-present fear.

Some conception of the cause for the con- 
fusion which surrounds the problem of na- 
tional defense in America may be gained by 
understanding that defense is the business of 
six different congressional committees.

There are two military committees, 
naval committees and two appropriation com- 
mittees.

topic of foreign affairs, too many 


American political leaders sound like Neville Chamberlain on a bad 
day; this country has no right to feel excessively superior about the 
English leadership. . Yet it is a fact distinctly worth recording that 
the retirement from the cabinet of Sir Samuel Hoare and Sir John 
Simon will make a marked difference in the relations between the 
English and American governments. 

Of Chamberlain himself, the opinion of the President and the 
men around him has simply been that he was a well-meaning old 
man earnestly doing his tragically inadequate best. But of Simon 
and Hoare, clever, cold and short-sighted, the American policy- 
makers have always been deeply suspicious. They have thought 
that the extreme defeatist viewpoint of Ambassador Joseph P. 
Kennedy reflected the thinking of these two men. And they have 
blamed them for the dank half-heartedness which has sometimes 
afflicted the British war effort. 

As chancellor of the exchequer, Simon was the real bete noire. 
Early this winter, in this space, it was recorded that in the highest 
Treasury and State Department quarters, the theory was held that 
the English were attempting to “crowd” the United States on the 
quesiton of credits. Treasury and State Department officials joined 
in accusing the English treasury of “playing poor.” 

At the time, this theory appeared to be the result of mere over- 
sensitivity on the part of American officials. Now that the whole 
story is known, however, it becomes much more easy to understand. 
A man like Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr., who 
was deperately anxious to do everything in his power to help the 
Allies, could not help making his own conclusions when he saw the 
niggling policies imposed on the Anglo-French purchasing mission 
from London. The head of the purchasing mission, the able Arthur 
Purvis, and his equally well-equipped French colleagues were anx- 
ious to use the resources of American industry to the full in behalf 
of the Allies. But they could hardly hope to do so when, for ex- 
ample, their air contracts calling for construction of 10,000 war- 
planes were cut in London to 4,600 planes, or more thangin half.

the war was over, the American policy-makers even deduced that 
an appeasement of negotiated peace was still favorably looked on 
in some quarters.

The majority membership paid its dues but did not attend 
meetings.

IN OUR OWN COUNTRY We have plenty of them in our 

own country. The Browders ;

for their type of government in this country. 

They shriek aloud for free speech and demand their rights under 
this form of government. This is ironical, because they seek to 
establish a government which does not allow free speech. And 
while they arrogantly and insolently demand the right to work for 
such a government here, they know any effort to set up another 
government’in Germany or Russia would bring the firing squad on 
the run. 

3 I have met some of them in Atlanta. They have a new tech- 
nique. It is to talk down the world threat of Germany. They say 
all he wants is breathing space: that he has no idea of attacking 
America or American interests: that the world will have a long 
peace when he wins. 

It is seductive stuff and those of the German fifth column I have 
met are persuasive persons. They talk and argue well. There isn’t 
any doubt at all but that Germany is spending a large sum of 
money in this country. and in South America to pay persons just 


to talk and sten and to report. 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT? It. therefore. becomes our prob- 
| lem. What can we do about it? 
If the thing could be done sanely and without hysteria, I would very 
favor sending all such persons out of the country and ba k 
to the governments which they like. This, I suppose, Is tmpossible, 
Out 1t would be practical. If war does come they would not then 
be present to sabotage our factories or snipe at our soidiers. Nor 
would they be able to send information to the enemy as they do 
from Holland, Belgium and England. 

I have never quite understood why an alien who refuses to be- 
come a loyal citizen of this country should be permitted to remain 
here. His own country would never for a moment permit a citizen 
of this or any other country to remain within its borders.

European countries. A change from town to town within the same 
country requires registration. 

A person traveling from Berlin to Essen, Germany, must. on his 
arrival at his Essen hotel, produce a passport and fill out a card.

This was the 
white man’s kind af ambush. 

Now this plan, like all of man’s deviltry, has been improved and 
elaborated and adjusted to the uses of power politics: and today 
there are very few spots in the whole of Christendom that are 
not endangered by man’s treachery to man. 

The use of wholesale treachery as an instrument of modern 
warfare began in Spain. While Franco besieged a city, his agents 
and supporters inside it, pretending to be his enemies, labored 
secretly to deliver it into his hands. 

Japan wins victories in China by the same method, and Hitler 
in like manner paves the way for his conquests. Before his troops 
attempted to enter Austria or Poland or Norway, his hirelings 
(many of them civil and military officials) perfected plans to be- 
tray the country at his signal. 

Sometimes these agents were natives posing as patriots, and 
therefore the basest of traitors. Some were rich men who wel- 
comed Fascism because they feared the common people. They be- 
trayd their country to save their business. But most of them were 
German Nazis, permitted to do business in the country because. 
their secret plottings were not suspected.

Bust, 36 
inches, waistline, 30 inches; hips, 
39 inches, 

Size 38: Bust, 38 inches: waist- 
line, 32 inches; hips, 41 inches. 

Size 40: Bust, 40 inches: waist, 
34 inches: hips, 43 inches. 
| Those standards are made for 
ithe average rather than the per- 
fect figure. Perfection rare! If 
you have a six-inch difference 
between the waist and bust, and 
the hips are no more than three 
inches larger than the bust, you 
shouldn’t have. to- bother about 
anything except minor alterations. 

As you will notice, there a 
‘two-inch difference in measure- 
ments between standard sizes. In 
“half sizes” there is only an inch 
between.

2 cups raw’ carrot, coarsely 
grated 

1-4 cup sweet pickle, finely cut 

1 cup mayonnaise 

Cover raisins with boiling water 
and let stand 5 minutes; drain 
thoroughly. If seeded raisins are 
used, slice. Combine vinegar, su 
gar and salt: bring to a boil. Re- 
move from heat, add moistened 
gelatin and dissolve. Pour while 
hot over beaten eggs, stirring 
briskly. Add all ingredients ex- 
cept mayonnaise, blend and cool. 
When thick but not firm, add 
mayonnaise and blend. Mold and 
chill until firm. Serve on salad 
greens.
